STUDENTS from Oxfordshire 
are retelling a classic 
Shakespeare love story with a 
modern twist in a historic 
setting. 

Seventeen young actors from 
Oxford & Cherwell Valley 
College will act out an 
interpretation of A Midsummer 
Night's Dream , which merges 
the original with a real-life take 
on the bard's relationship with 
his wife. 

The production, in the 
historic grounds of Anne 
Hathaway's Cottage in 
Stratford-upon-Avon in May, 
combines drama and music. 

Students from the college's 
Banbury campus are staging the 
play on a landscaped woodland 
walk in the cottage grounds, 
where William Shakespeare is 
said to have first courted his 
bride. 

Lia Norman, 16, of Chipping 
Norton, and who is studying an 
extended diploma in performing 
arts, said: "I have a passion for 
Shakespeare, so it is amazing to 
be able to perform this play in 
the original grounds where 


Shakespeare would have wooed 
Anne Hathaway." 

Legend has it that the setting 
to A Midsummer Night's Dream 
was also inspired by the Forest 
of Arden, which was the old 


woodland near Stratford-upon- 
Avon. 

Lee Jamieson, the college's 
performing arts course leader, 
added: "We wanted to 
rediscover the wood for the 


production and happened upon 
a beautiful circular woodland 
walk in the grounds of Anne 
Hathaway's Cottage, where the 
original Forest of Arden would 
have been." 


Changes to planning laws - but too late for village scheme 

SHOCK OVER 
NEW HONES

CHANGES to planning laws will make 
building new homes in the countryside 
more difficult, but will come too late 
to affect the shock decision to approve 
an 82-home scheme in Bodicote. 

The new rules will make a stronger case 
against greenfield plans, even if council 
housing targets are not met, it has been 
claimed. 

Banner Homes last month managed to 
overturn a Cherwell District Council 
planning decision to turn down plans to 


build 82 homes at land at Cotefield Farm, 
Oxford Road. 

Granting the reversal, the independent 
Planning Inspectorate said there was "a clear 
justification" for the homes as the council 
was not hitting its house-building targets. 

The council had identified places in and 
around the town where 3,369 homes could 
go - such as 950 between Bodicote and 
Banbury - in its draft planning policy 
blueprint, its Local Plan. 

But only about 2,500 homes have been 
built by recession-hit builders. 

This has led to plans for a slew of sites not

Another supermarket development is put before town planners 


Councillors tell of fears 


over clashing schemes

PLANS for an out-of-town 
supermarket and retail units must 
be thrown out to save a town centre 
scheme, town councillors have said. 

Banbury Town Council said the plan 
for the Kraft foods site in Southam Road 
would hit the redevelopment of the 
Bolton Road area. 

Cherwell District Council wants a 
supermarket, hotel, multi-storey car park 
and shops to be built on the town centre 
site. 

The superstore would be the same size 
as the one planned for the Kraft site. 

The town council said the out-of-town 
development "would detract from the 


viability of the Bolton Road sScheme and 
the town centre in general". 

As part of its official objection it says: 
"Banbury needs a town centre 
supermarket, which would be more 
beneficial to the town." 

This would be "easily accessible" it 
said, and suggested homes would be 
"much better" for the Kraft site. 

The Kraft scheme would also damage 
plans to get more traffic on to the inner 
relief route at Banbury's Concorde 
Avenue, the town council claimed. 

The latest shopping scheme follows 
hot on the heels of a suggested new retail 
park where motorsport firm Prodrive is 
currently based - to include a Next and 
Marks & Spencer. This scheme was 
approved last month. 


While M&S has pledged to stay in the 
town, Next has said it would leave in 
2016. 

The Kraft development would have six 
other units, 700 parking spaces and a 
roundabout at the Southam Road 


entrance. 

It would demolish a storage facility 
nearest the town, which is currently 
rented out. 

Peter Frampton, planning consultant 
for the latest scheme, questioned whether 
Bolton Road could attract a major 
supermarket. 

He said: "The reality is that a retailer 
of that scale will not go to that site. 

"Retailers do not like multi-storey car 
parking. Their customers don't like it." 

The town needs more large units for 


non-food goods like electronics, he said. 

Malcolm Douglas, whose Banbury 
Cross Traders group represents 
independent traders, welcomed the town 
council's objection. 

He said of the Kraft plan: "I don't think 
it will go ahead. 

"It is just too much shopping. It is 
potty. I don't know where they think the 
trade is coming from. 

"If the Kraft plan went through, that 
would completely be the end of it. There 
would be no new Bolton Road shops." 

The district council had yet to 
comment at the time of going to press. 

It previously said it was "committed to 
strengthening the town centre" through 
Bolton Road in light of the Prodrive and 
Kraft plans.

National Planning Policy Framework, 
overhauling planning laws. 

Banbury Civic Society's Rob Kinchin- 
Smith said the new planning rules would 
put more emphasis on using previously 
developed land as a priority, before 
allowing development in the countryside. 
And it would also give the council more 
time to agree its Local Plan. 

He said: "It should provide a certain 
amount of reassurance to councils, which 
were perhaps running scared on the basis 
of making decisions that could result in 
costly planning appeals." 

Residents in Lansdown Close, by the 
Salt Way plan, have urged the council to 
throw out the scheme. 

Resident John Hearle told planners: 
"Surely it would be wise to develop the 
areas already approved, rather than allow 
the developers to 'cherry pick'." 

The plan would "open the whole area 
to development", he added. 

Council cabinet member for planning, 
Michael Gibbard, said the revised 
planning laws had shifted the emphasis 
on councils from housing numbers to 
providing enough land for homes. 

He said: "I am looking for the new 
framework to move away from the 
reliance on housing target numbers and 
allow better spacial planning." 

Banner Homes won approval for the 
principle of using the Bodicote site but 
will need further permission on final 
details. 

The Adderbury plan is at appeal and 
the Salt Way plan has yet to be decided 
on by Cherwell District Council planners.

Concerns as trading standards goes national 


CONSUMERS fear they will be left 
in the dark, as major changes to 
trading ttandards came into force 
this month. 

Calls from people in Oxfordshire 
are now forwarded to a national call 
centre, rather than a local team. 

Jobs are also being reduced and a 
merger with neighbouring 
Buckinghamshire proposed in a bid 
to save £100, 000. 

Former consumers' group member 


Patricia Wright, 77, said: "It's sad, 
the way everything is going national. 

"The local consumers' group 
worked with Oxfordshire's trading 
standards for decades. We always 
felt they did an excellent job, even 
though they were often restricted." 

Oxfordshire Trading Standards, 
which currently employs about 50 
people, is the responsibility of the 
county council and offers help and 
advice on rogue traders, scams and 


other consumer issues. 

Now, all so-called "first-tier" 
consumer queries, which means 
inquiries about rights and practical 
advice, will be answered by the 
national Consumer Direct helpline. 

Oxfordshire was one of two 
remaining UK councils, along with 
Birmingham, which answered these 
calls on a local basis. 

The organisation will now 
concentrate on things like 


investigations, preventative work 
and regulation. 

The number of consumer 
complaints to Oxfordshire Trading 
Standards which required 
investigation in 2010/11 was 3,294, 
a 23 per cent rise from the previous 
year when the figure was 2,667. 

Requests for support from 
businesses also increased by 45 per 
cent across the same period to 
2,091. 
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Company bosses in court to deny misleading the Stock Market 


BOSSES at an IT firm fiddled their 
company accounts to mislead the 
stock market and grow rich, a court 
heard. 

Former chief executive of iSoft, 
Timothy Whiston, 44, of Lymm, 
Cheshire, and former directors 
Stephen Graham, 48, from Knutsford, 


Cheshire, and John Whelan, 45, of 
Cheadle Hulme, Stockport, are on trial 
at London's Southwark Crown Court. 

They deny conspiring to give an 
inaccurate account of how the 
company was performing between 
2003 and 2006 for their own personal 
gain, as well as misleading auditors. 


Central to the case is a contract 
worth about £45m from the Irish 
health service, which would have 
pulled the firm, based in Daventry 
Road, Banbury, into the black. 

The court heard the company, which 
has since been bought by IT firm CSC, 
announced the contract to the market, 


despite it only being at the negotiating 
stage. 

When the discrepancies in the 
accounts were discovered, an internal 
investigation was carried out before 
the matter was referred to the 
Financial Services Authority. 

The case continues.

Three to battle for 
county leadership

THE fresh face, the old guard and the 
controversial backbencher will battle it 
out to be the next leader of 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

The current chief, Keith Mitchell, will 
stand down on May 15 and, with 
nominations having opened, candidates are 
now stepping forward. 

Former cabinet member Ian Fludspeth has 
now joined deputy leader David Robertson 
and Carterton backbencher Pete Flandley in 
announcing he will be standing. 

Mr Hudspeth said he would offer the party 
"traditional Conservative values but with a 
younger outlook". 

He said: "I can bring my real-life 
experience to the fore. The group know they 
have the opportunity now for the next 
generation to carry on the excellent work 
Keith has been doing for the last ten years. 

"It is always going to be a different style to 
Keith and my style is more consensual - 
working with everyone to find a solution." 


Mr Hudspeth said his policies would 
include lowering taxes, giving more power 
to local councillors and avoiding duplication 
with other authorities. 

Mr Robertson, who currently serves as 
deputy leader, said he would aim to deliver 
council services with more "compassion and 
understanding". 

He said: "Some have the view that the 
county council is not caring or feeling. I 
regret that very much. 

"I am a compassionate person and we 
have been trying to demonstrate that, but our 
message is not getting over." 

He hopes to get council officers to take 
"ownership" of the electorate's problems and 
not just be "a voice at the end of the phone 
that does not take interest". 

He said he would aim to improve the 
quality of services and "drive down costs" to 
save cash and deliver as low as possible 
council tax. 

Meanwhile, Mr Handley plans to cut 
council "waste" by closing offices across 
Oxfordshire and moving services to one 
more easily accessible building. He said: 


"There has been a lot of frustration amongst 
the backbenchers in the past. 

"I want all policy decisions to pass 
through the group before being made public 
- not as with the library fiasco, where one 
person was making the decisions, talking to 
the press and then expecting the group to 
agree with what has been announced." 

He also plans to cut the £182,000-a-year 
chief executive role to avoid "duplication" 
with cabinet and leader roles, and to share 
services, procurement and borrowing with 
other councils to save cash. 

He added: "I know it is probably a 200m- 
to-one chance of me getting much further, 
but at least I will be bringing a lot of these 
issues into the open." 

The leadership race will be decided by the 
council's 52 Conservative councillors, with 
the winner running both the party and the 
council. 

The election is understood to be taking 
place at the Conservative group's AGM on 
April 26. 

The winning candidate must receive 50 
per cent of the vote. 


The challengers 

IAN HUDSPETH, 52, who represents Woodstock, lives in 
Bladon, is married and has a daughter who has just left 
Marlborough School. His political biography states that he 
used to enjoy playing golf before 
becoming involved in politics. 

He was elected to the county council 
in 2005, became cabinet member for 
transport in 2007 and then member for 
growth and infrastructure in 2009. 

Mr Hudspeth has also served on 
West Oxfordshire District Council since 
2002 and was a cabinet member 
between 2003 and 2006. 



DAVID ROBERTSON, 70, who represents Witney East, has 
lived in the town since 1987 and is married, with two children 
and two grandchildren. He was elected to the county council 
m in 2001 and became deputy leader in 
2005. He was chairman of Witney 
V Conservative Association between 2000 
1 and 2004. 

He also serves as a board member of 
Oxfordshire Highways, Science Vale UK 
^ and Witney Educational Foundation and 
| is a trustee on Cogges Farm Museum 
g fc and chairman of governors of Madley 
Brook School. 


PETE HANDLEY, 60, who represents Carterton South West, 
lives in Shilton and is married. His political biography lists his 
interests as agriculture, auctions and rugby - he is vice presi¬ 
dent of Witney Rugby Club. 

Mr Handley has been a member of 
West Oxfordshire District Council since 
2002 and Carterton Town Council for 
17 years until 2007, when he joined the 
county council. 

He has been deputy mayor of 
Carterton twice and served as the 
town’s mayor during the Oueen’s 
Golden Jubilee. He is also a life mem¬ 
ber of the GMB Union.

Clergy call for 
U-turn over VAT 
on churches

BANBURY MP Tony Baldry has 
backed a number of church 
leaders who claim the 
Government is gaining from the 
misfortune of Oxfordshire 
churches hit by lead thieves. 

He is urging ministers not to 
impose VAT on alterations to historic 
buildings. 

Chancellor George Osborne said 
in last month's Budget that he 
planned to levy 20 per cent VAT on 
alterations to listed buildings from 
October. 

Repairs to listed buildings are cur¬ 
rently liable to VAT, while alterations 
are not. 

But depending on how the work is 
carried out, it is feared this could fur¬ 
ther hit churches targeted by lead 
thieves, which then use the opportu¬ 
nity to alter their buildings. 

A number of clergy, led by retired 
Bishop Bill Down, have put their 
names to the plea to the Prime 
Minister David Cameron. 

The former bishop claimed that

having to pay VAT could make all the 
difference between success and fail¬ 
ure - and that buildings that could 
not adapt would simply fall out of 
use and into decay. 

The letter says church members 
felt they were being unfairly 
penalised. 

The Rev David Randell, vicar of St 
Mary's in Overthorpe, struggled to 
raise money for a new church roof 
after thieves stole £100,000 of lead 
last August. 

He said: "Instead of removing this 


exemption, the Government should 
extend it. The Government is gaining 
from our misfortune." 

MP Mr Baldry, who is also a 
church estates commissioner, has 
also written to the Chancellor, asking 
for a rethink. 

He described the chancellor's 
move as "a real blow to communi¬ 
ties, who are seeking to maintain and 
restore their churches, particularly to 
enable churches to be used more 
widely by the community". 

He wrote: "If, as I suspect, the 
Treasury was seeking to target resi¬ 
dential listed properties, then could 
you not simply exclude listed places 
of worship?" 

Treasury spokesman Sarah Gibbs 
said: "Significant anomalies have 
developed in the VAT system. The 
Government is taking steps to correct 
these anomalies, including aligning 
the alterations of listed buildings to 
align with the existing VAT treatment 
of repairs." 

She said churches could apply for 
grants from the Department for 
Culture, Media and Sport, which 
would add £5m a year to its "listed 
places of worship" budget.

A 50-YEAR-OLD man who cheated on benefit 
payments has been taken to court by Cherwell 
District Council. 

At Banbury Magistrates’ Court, Vincent Mark 
admitted fraudulently claiming £2,857 in housing 
benefit. 

Mark, of Evenlode, Banbury, was fined £120, 


ordered to pay a £15 victims’ surcharge and £250 
costs. 

And he has been ordered to pay back the 
money he falsely claimed. 

Karen Curtin, the council’s head of finance and 
procurement, said: “I would urge anyone claiming 
benefits to declare when they have a change in 


circumstances. Increases in wages, overtime, 
second jobs or changes in their household can all 
affect the amount of benefits that they are 
eligible to claim. 

“We take no pleasure in pursuing people 
through the courts but are sometimes left with 
little option.” 


'Crime' of soldiers back 
on ciwie street

SOLDIERS leaving the Army 
are put on a par with criminals 
leaving prison, claims the 
leader of Oxfordshire County 
Council. 

Keith Mitchell has spoken about 
the plight of servicemen and 
women readapting to civilian life 
and said more support should be 
given to people leaving the armed 
forces. 

Mr Mitchell, who steps down 
from his role on May 15, said he 
was concerned about their 
difficulties in finding 
accommodation and employment. 


And in a motion to councillors, 
he asked the council to recognise 
that a more consistent policy 
across the district councils in the 
county was necessary. 

He said: "The recent case I have 
seen is of a soldier who has done 
22 years' service. He has been 
trying to register for housing in 
Oxford for six months. 

"He was offered the night 
shelter, which puts him on a par 
with a criminal leaving prison. 

"He has trained as a plasterer 
but cannot get a job until he has 
an address and cannot secure an 
address until he has a job." 

Military families often moved 
around, which meant they lost a 
supportive network, and issues like 
accommodation had often been 


dealt with by the military, Mr 
Mitchell said. 

He added: "I am not arguing for 
automatic priority for military 
coming out of service; I am 
arguing for high-quality access to 
housing advice and services and a 
recognition of the difficulties 
service people can face." 

The council unanimously agreed 
to urge district council leaders to 
consider a unified policy, giving 
prioritisation to service personnel 
for housing and other services. 

It also agreed to write to the 
MoD, stressing the need for 
improved support for the military 
in the county. 

Last June, Oxfordshire became 
the first county in the UK to sign a 
"military covenant".

■ RAF release details 

Hijack 
alert led 
to sonic 
boom 


A Typhoon 
fighter jet, 
capable of 
supersonic 
speeds

AN investigation has been 
launched into the incident 
when a helicopter sparked a 
hijack scare and led to last 
Thursday night's sonic 
boom. 

Two Typhoon fighter jets were 
scrambled over southern 
England because an emergency 
alarm was being broadcast from 
a civilian helicopter. 

One of the jets was ordered to 
travel at supersonic speed, 
creating a series of sonic booms 
that were heard from as far away 
as Birmingham, throughout 
much of Oxfordshire and down 
to Southampton. 

This week the RAF released 
more details about the scare and 
said an investigation had been 
launched. 

The two Typhoons were part 
of the Quick Reaction Alert 
team, based at RAF Coningsbury, 
Lincolnshire, an RAF spokesman 
said. 

They were scrambled because 
the helicopter was transmitting 
on an emergency frequency and 


was not in radio communication 
with air traffic control. 

The spokesman added: 
"Authorisation was given for one 
of the Typhoons to travel at 
supersonic speed, which 
resulted in the sonic boom that 
was heard by the public." 

The Typhoons intercepted a 
civilian Gazelle helicopter in the 
vicinity of Bristol, and, after 
identification, the helicopter 
successfully re-established 
communications with air traffic 
control. 

"The reason for the 
emergency signal and 
communications failure is yet to 
be determined. The MoD will be 
providing all available 
information on the intercept to a 
Department for Transport 
investigation where any follow¬ 
up action, if considered 
appropriate, will be taken to try 
to reduce the chance of any 
repetition of this type of 
incident." 

Police in Oxfordshire were 
inundated with calls from 
members of the public, who 
feared there had been an 
explosion.

iPhone? Voice sounds

MOST people hate hearing the 
sound of their own voice. But for 
Jon Briggs - who hears himself on 
his own sat nav and iPhone - it's 
virtually inescapable. 

The 47-year-old from Oxfordshire is 
the voice of the new iPhone, as well as a 
string of sat navs and radio and TV 
shows. 

Mr Briggs is the voice of Siri - a voice- 
activated assistant on the new iPhone 4S 
that can respond to questions. 

He said: "I'm jolly well chuffed to be 
the voice of something so wonderful and 
amazing." 

But the first Mr Briggs knew about his 
role on the iPhone was when he heard a 
feature about the new technology on the 
radio. 

He said: "I was listening to the news 
and heard someone using the phone. I 
thought 'I recognise that voice'." 

The voice came from work he 
completed with the company Scansoft 
seven years ago. 

That company merged with Nuance 


Communications, which worked with 
Apple to develop the Siri technology - 
and the rest is history. 

Mr Briggs, who was also the voice of 
The Weakest Link for 13 years, said he 
had "no idea" how his voice had been 
picked for the UK version of the phone, 
but owns one himself. 

He added: "Mind you, I don't always 
understand myself when talking to 
myself. If you see what I mean." 

Mr Briggs started his career on BBC 
Radio Oxford whilst still at school, going 
on to present the breakfast show in 1985 
when he was just 20. 

This month he returned to the station 
to present the Saturday morning 
breakfast show. 

He said: "I was hooked from the 
beginning. They were paying me for 
something I would have done for free. 

"Radio has changed a lot since I've 
been away though. When I started, it was 
all vinyl, but now it's all gone digital." 

His varied career took him from 
having his own show on Radio 5, to 
becoming the voice of Radio 2 
promotions for 13 years and working as 
an announcer on Channel 4. 

He is also the voice of Garmin satellite 


navigation systems, as well as those for 
Land- Rover, Jaguar, Porsche and Audi. 

Mr Briggs said: "I've got a Land Rover, 
so I tell myself where to go when I 
drive." 

But it was as the voice of the iPhone 


that he gets the most street cred. 

He said: "Being Siri is a great currency 
with 13-year-olds. 

"Not so much with The Weakest Link, 
but being an iPhone is quite impressive 
when you're 13."

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Unexpected take on Dickens 


I F you've felt swamped in the 
deluge of Titanic mocudramas, 
you might have forgotten the 
other big, more joyous, anniversary 
brought to you by 2012. 

This year marks the 200th 
birthday of Charles Dickens, with 
every nook and cranny in the 
south-east staking a claim to the 
bearded national treasure. 

However, innovative theatre 
ensemble Hotbuckle conceived 
their Great Expectations tour well 
before the bicentenary occurred to 
them. "I decided we'd tackle it 
almost two years ago," says Adrian 
Preater, Hotbuckle's artistic director 
who also plays Abel Magwitch. "It's 
been a hit with great reactions, so 
we carried it on. It's been a happy 
coincidence and we're thrilled to 
perform it in his year. 

"I think it's brilliant how fresh 
Dickens still is, how atmospheric 
his writing is." 

Innovative theatre ensemble 
Hotbuckle was formed in 2006 with 
the wholesome ideal of bringing 
theatre to the masses at an 
affordable price - a mission 
Dickens himself would surely have 
approved of. Just five actors are 
sharing out the meaty roles in Great 
Expectations and take the classic 
around the country - including 
Banbury next Thursday. And 
life on the road seems to be 
paying off as the company 
have won rave reviews for 
their 'lean but not mean' 
adaptation. 

"it's a big book to read, 
let alone adapt for the 
stage," says Adrian. "And it's 
such a funny, quirky book - 
ask anyone what they 
remember about it and they 
will say different things. 

"From studying it at 
O-level, loving the film 
versions as a boy and 
returning to it, my first

job was to decide what to keep in 
and you have to leave out whole 
sections because it's huge." 

The adaptation has stayed true to 
Dickens' language and costume - 
much of the dialogue is word for 
word - and jolts the audience along 
Pip's bumpy ride from boyhood to 
discovery via the Jagger-esque 
swagger of the ruffians he meets 
along the way. 

"It really is a great story, quite 
universal, and everyone struggles 
with how to be a decent adult," 
says Adrian. 

"The characters are what endure. 
Fiona [Leaning, also creative 
director, pictured] was quite 
daunted about playing Miss 


Havisham. Yes, she's a creepy 
character and some great stars have 
taken on the role, but she tried to 
put them to one side and come at 
her from a fresh angle. 

"I see Miss Havisham as someone 
incredibly sad - she's had a mishap, 
an ideal that backfired. But [Spoiler 
alert!], before she dies in a fire, she 
learns to forgive herself and admit 
that she's done some terrible things 
and it's very satisfying that things 
come full circle." 

Adrian adds that audience 
members need not have read the 
book to enjoy the drama. 

"My seven-year-old son sat 
motionless for the full length of the 
show," he says. "We've tried to 
come up with an engaging way of 
telling the story with very few props 
- it requires much more investment 
from the audience and we get good 
feedback about that." 

And, he adds, the company 
started off performing material 
Adrian had written from scratch 
but discovered how popular the 
classics were. 

"Classics like Great Expectations 
are always going to appeal," he 
says. "Next up, we're doing Les 
Miserables. Yes, we do like to take 
on the big ones! 

"But it's a move that has meant 
we've been able to get bookings 

and ride out the recession." 

And how does Adrian think 
the birthday boy himself 
would react to this version? 

"I can confidently say that 
Dickens would be very 
pleased. We've stayed true 
to his story and I'd be 
happy to say: yes, Charles, 
that was me!"

Sordo set for 
Tour de Corse 

PRODRIVE WRC Team driver Dani Sordo will 
compete at the Tour de Corse, the next round of 
the Intercontinental Rally Challenge, in a Mini 
John Cooper Works Super Production Car. 

The car, which is owned by Drive-Pro and run 
by SMG Motorsport, will have engineering 
support from Banbury-based Prodrive. 

The event will be the first time Sordo will have 
competed in a Mini SPC. The car is identical to 
the Mini WRC except for a 30mm air restrictor 
(33 mm on a WRC); a smaller rear wing, different 
bumper; smaller front brakes; and glass side 
windows. 

The Tour de Corse is not new to Sordo, who 
competed in the event while it was still part of 
the World Rally Championship, taking third 
places in 2006 and 2007. 

After his podium finishes in his last three 
Tarmac outings in Monte Carlo, France and 
Germany, Sordo will be looking for a strong 
result. He said: "The Tour de Corse is one of the 
classic rallies and it is a shame it is no longer in 
the World Rally Championship. 

"1 really like it because it is very technical. You 
have to be precise in the positioning of the car 
on the road. While the engine and aero on the 
Mini SPC are different, the chassis is identical to 
the WRC, so I think it will really suit the Mini." 

Corsica also sees the launch of Drive-Pro and 
SMG Motorsport's Mini drive packages for the 
IRC and WRC as well as national and regional 
championships. The factory-built cars will also be 
engineered by Prodrive.

eco sales drive

FEW cars can match the sales suc¬ 
cess of Renault's cuddly Clio. 

Launched more than 20 years 
ago, it is the only car to be voted Car 
of the Year twice: first in 1991 at the 
time of Clio's launch, and again in 
2006, when the second generation 
Clio received the honour. 

Now the Clio is keen to show off 
its green credentials with a model 
that escapes paying both road tax 
and the London Congestion Charge. 

Those tax-avoiding qualities come 
partly from the tweaks made to 
Renault's fuel-efficient old favourite, 
the 1.5 dCi common rail direct 
injection diesel engine. Combined 
with aerodynamic aids, it can deliv¬ 
er fuel consumption which is 
claimed to top 78 mpg. 

Over 180 miles of rush-hour trav¬ 
el, I managed an average 58mpg, 
according to the onboard computer, 
while a 250-mile trip on dual car¬ 
riageway, motorway and country 
roads delivered a healthy 60mpg. 

All this combines to earn the Clio 
Expression an 'Eco' badge, but it is 
achieved without any of the fuss and 
bells and whistles that other 'green' 
cars bear. So there is no stop-start 
engine technology, no hi-tech dis¬ 
plays and no baffling array of glow¬ 
ing dials monitoring every aspect of 
engine performance. 

What you get is a straightforward 


five-seat, versatile hatchback, which 
gives plenty of head, shoulder and 
kneeroom, along with decent lug¬ 
gage and cabin storage space. 

Like its predecessors, the Clio 
delivers a good ride, decent han¬ 
dling and comfort, but above all it is 
fun to drive. Despite the 'eco' badg- 
ing, if you play the five-speed manu¬ 
al gearbox properly, the engine's 
spritely 88 horsepower can provide 
pretty rapid progress. 

The only nod to 'eco' driving is a 
green dashboard icon that gently 
suggests when to shift up and down 
gears to maximise fuel economy. 

While economy is the main focus 
of this model, safety is also a priori¬ 
ty with anti-lock brakes and brake 
assist fitted as standard, and elec¬ 
tronic stability control an option. 

Revised exterior styling draws 
front end cues from the new Megane 
including air intake and front lights, 
along with new front and rear

Used car values show overall national drop 


THE average price of a used car in 
the UK has fallen 1.5 per cent 
since January 2012, to an aver¬ 
age of £9,376, as the economy 
remains weak, and consumers 
continue to hold on to their cars 
for longer. 

While on a national level used car 
prices have reduced, some 
regions have seen price rises of 
up to 12 per cent, but six out of 
11 regions have seen used car 
values fall. 

The North East is the most expensive 
place in England to buy a used 
car, with average prices at 
£10,427 and about £1,051 
more than the UK average. 


These prices have hardly moved 
since January suggesting they 
have reached the top of the 
market. 

The cheapest place to buy a used 
car is in the South West, where 
average prices are now £7,506, 
£1,870 lower than the rest of 
the UK, having dropped 8.5 per 
cent since January. 

The largest rise in used car prices is 
in Northern Ireland, with the 
average cost of a used car now 
standing at £14,218, up 12 per 
cent on the previous high of 
£14,000. The lowest drop in 
prices is in Scotland, which has 
seen less than a one per cent 


change, with the average cost of 
a car now at £9,152. 

UsedCarExpert.co.uk's editor 
Matthew Tumbridge said: 
"There are large regional varia¬ 
tions in car prices, but the over¬ 
all national picture is that prices 
have dropped. 

"This is a result of the weak econo¬ 
my, motorists keeping their cars 
for longer and the continued 
pressure on consumers' wallets 
from rising motoring costs, 
pays for motorists to shop 
around to get the best used car 
deal, as they can save up to 
£3,000 if they are prepared to 
travel."
